He'Inhabitants of CES ARIA 

in Zthiopia, wear for the. molt 
part no other Habits then the Skins 
of Beaſts undreſt, juſt as they have 
them from the fleſh 5 but when they 
_ Cloath' themſelves with Sheep-skins, 
- they have fo much Wit, as to wear 
the Flece next their Bodies, in cold 
weather ; which at other times they 
expoſe ( with no ſmall Pride and 
Glory) to open View. Theit Voices 
ſo Inarticulate, that it is hard to be 
diſtinguiſhed into Words and Sylla- 
blesz which being Compoſed with 
that Bruitiſhneſs, which commonly 


appearethin all their Actions, makes 
It 
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it hard to ay, whether the People 


generally may, be thought to be men 
in the skins of Beaſts ; or Beaſts Crea- 
ted in the ſhape and likeneſs of men; 
but they make greater uſe of their 
Catte), then for Garments only, their 
raw fleſh ſerving them for tood, and 
the Guts for Ornaments, which they 
hang about their necks uncleanſed, 
and with all the filth in them, 1n as 
great a bravery as Ropes of Pearls, 
or Chains of Gold in more Civil 
Countreys : but amongſt the ſeveral 
Nations, which Inhabit this flouriſh- 
ing Countrey , none are more Bar- 
barqus then thoſe, wham they call 
the , Imbians, dwelling not far from 
the Cape of good Hope ; Tall, Square 
and Strong, addifted always to War 
and , Rapine ; feeding on the fleſh, 
both of their Conquered Enemy, , and 
their dying Frignds; whoſe. death 
they haſten for the Shambles,the Skulls 
of whom they ule for Drinking-cups: 
their Weapons for poyſoned Arrows, 
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and Poles burnt at the end : and in 
their War they always carry fire be- 
. fore them, meaning thereby to Roaſt, 
or Boyl all ſuch as they over-come 3 
The King, (if ſuch a Sacred name, be- 
come ſuch an Impious Monſter, ) they 
account for Lord of all the Farth : 
and he with the old G1ant-like Arro- 
gancy, not only threathneth the de- 
ſtruktion of men , but ſhooteth his 
poyloned Arrows againſt Heaven it 


ſelf; as often as the Rain , or heat 
offends him.

The learned co- 
ming to the Monument, affirmed it to 
be that perpetual Fire, invented by 
the wonderful Induſtry of the antient 
Phyloſophers, which would endure fo 
many years: In which opinion they 
were confirmed, by verſes written on 
both Urnes, which ſecmed to be of 
great Antiquity. The he / xdovicus 
V7ves reports in his time, to have been 
found in antient Graves, which by 
Inſcription had burnt above five hun- 
dred years. St. Augrſtine hkewile 
afhrms, that in the Temple of Verus, 
was. a Lamp that never went out 3 
which he {uppoſed to have been done 
either by Art Magical, or by the In- 
duſtry of ſome man, who had put Za- 
pidem Asbeftum, or the unchangeable 
burning ſtone within the ſaid Lamp, 


and in the time of Pope Paxlzs the

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Third, : the Grave of. Z#l/io, Cicero's 
Daughter was found, wherein. was 
the like Lamp burning 3- but as ſoon 
as *twas opened, that the Air came to 
it,it preſently went out 53 This Lamp 
had burnt there 15 hundred years.

'T Is reported, that in ancient times, 
there was a certain kind of Flax, 
which the Latins called 7 imum viune, 
whereof were made whole pieces of 
Linnen-cloth, and Garments, which 
could not be conſumed by Fire, not 
only fo, but being caſt into the Fire, 
the Soil and Dirtineſs of it would be 
burnt away, and taken out again; it 
became more white then any water | 
could waſh it. The Bodics of Empe- 
rours and Kings were burnt 1n ſheets 
of this Linnen, leaſt the Aſhes of their 
Bodics ſbould mmgle with the Aſhes 
of the Wood : This Flax.s hard to'be 
found, and as difficult to be woven, 


Dy reaſon af the ſhartneſs of it ; but 
| —_ 
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being found, 'tis equalled in price to 
the moſt excellent Pearls Nero is repor- 
ted to have had a linnen Garment of it, 
"Tis alſo reported, that Podocatarus a 
Knight of Cyprizs, brought ſome of it 
to Venice, or at leaſt a ſort of Flax 
that could not be conſumed by Fire. 
Now the Flax of Cypras proceedeth 
from no Plant, as our Flax, but from 
the ſtone of Amiantus, which bcing 
found in Cyprys, and Broken , the 
earthy droſs being purged away,there 
remains fine hair threads, like to Flax 
which 1s woven into Cloth; this Flax 
was (een 1n the houſe of the ſaid 7a- 
docatarys by many men of worth 
and credit 5 wherefore Lime being 
made of this ſtone, and Tycombuſtible; 
ConFantine the Emperour ordained , 
that it ſhould always burn in Lamps 
in his Chappel at Rowe: The ſame 
reports Damaſuys in the life of Pope 
Silveſter. St. Auguſtine ſaith alſo, that 
he ſaw Lamps at Þ aris, whoſe lights 
never conſumed. Alſo at Lovain, a 
Napkin 
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Napkin taken from the table : 2 Feaſt, 
and thrown into the Fire ; ai:.i Deing 
red as a Coal , was taken out +2ain, 
cooled, and reſtored to the owner :. ore 
white then if it had been waſhd 
with all the water and Soap in the 
Town.

of an Olive- colour, their Beards thin, 
ind the one half of their hair of their 
Heads ſhaved off, patient they are of 
pain, ambitious of Glory, uncapable 
of (uffering wrong, but can withall 
diſſemble their reſentments of it, till 
opportunity of Revenge. 
They reproach no man for his po- 
verty, ſo it 'come not by his own 
thriftneſs, for which cauſe they deteſt

'Slandering, Swearing , and Theft. 
Their Mourning commonly 1s in 
White, as their Feaſts 1n Black ; their 
Teeth they colour black alſo, to make 
them more beautiful ; they mount on 
the Right ſide of the Horſe, and fit 
(as we uſe toriſe) when they enter- 
tain. In Phyſiek they eat ſalr things, 
{harp and raw ; and in their Saluta- 
tions, they put off their ſhooes ; The 
very Antipodes of our World in 
Cuſtom, though not in ſight; In other 
things they much reſemble thoſe of 
China, it not the more Ceremonious 
of the two : waſhing their Infant 
children in the neareſt River as ſoon 
as born, and putting on ſhoves when 
they go to meat.

1s nothing (ingullers except it be, that 
having plenty of good Fruits , Fiſh, 
and Fleſh, ;:they ule themſelves to a 
far worſe diet , - feeding on Hotle- 
leeches, Bats , Spiders, Graſhoppers, 
Worms, Lice, -and ſuch other ver- 
mine. In other things they ſeem to 
have, a mixture of all 1] Cuſtoms, 
uſed amongſt the Salvages of 4ſiz, 
Aﬀrick, and America; as multitudes 
of Wives, proſtituting [theſe Wives 
for the firſt Nights lodging, to the 
Piacos, or Prieſts ; andafter to their 
Gueſts, taking great pains to black 
their Teeth, and putting {trange co- 
lours on their Bodies in(tead of Gar- 
ments, high minded they are, Trea- 


cherous and revengeful, accuſtomed 
ta 
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to the ufe of payſoned Arrows, which 
they Invenom with the blood - of 
Snakes, and other ' mixtures. In one 
thing only different fram their Neigh- 
bours, fencing of their grounds, Or- 
chards, with a Cottan thread, as high 
as ones waſt, and an opinion which 
they have, that whoſaeyer breaketh 
it, or goes over, or:;aderit, ſhall die 
immediately; more ſafe in that opt- 
nion then by Brazen Walls.

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from ſuch Originals. The name of 
their chict City 1s Bormeo, where their 
King relidethz A Potent Prince who 
keepeth 1n continual pay 3o0o Horſe, 
and great numbers of Foot, and yet 
1s ſaid ro have no other Revetiew, 
then what he getteth by ſtrong hand 
from his Enemies, which if it be true, 
thoſe Kings muſt needs be good War- 
. riours, and have great ſucceſs alſo 1n 
undertakings : It being alſo ſaid of 
thoſe Kings, that all the Furniture of 
their Horſe, all the Diſhes, Cups, and 
Plates, which they eat or drink 1n; 
nay the very Chains of their Dogs 
were of pureſt Gold.

Nor, is it leis « va- 
rity, though leſs uſefu} to the good of 
Man-kind, (except it be to keep them 
in continual mind of the fires of Hell) 


that they have a Mo iaram «4 this 
Country, called Propochazpeche (Jcl-. 


tuate in the Province of Mexjca ). 
which vomiteth flames of Fire like

*»fTIs ſaid, the People of ARABIA, 
- + , had anciently many ſtrange and 
barbarous Cuſtoms amonglt thcm: 
Adultery was puniſhed with Death, 
as 1n other places; but only he was 
held an Adulterer, which enjoyed any 
that was not his own Kins- Woman, 
be ſhe Siſter, or Mother ; and fo they 
kept themſelves in their own Families. 
Community of Wives or Women was 
eſteemed no Crime ; and of this there 
is a tale in Strabo, that a King of this 
Country had fifteen Sons, but one 
Daughter, who according to the 
Cuſtoms hereof, was the common 
Wife of all her Brethren ; every of 
which had a ſtaff of like making, 
which: when he went 1n to his Siſter; 
he did leave at the Door; and by ſa 

doing 
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doing did forbid enteranceto the reſt, 


til] it were removed. The young La- 


dy, wearied with a continual ſupply 
of Dalliance, ſecretly procured a ſtaff 
like to the reſt; which when ſhe was 
deſirous to prohibit their acceſies to 


her, ſhe left at her Chamber-Door, 


and by that means did many times 


enjoy her deſired privacy : At laſt it. 


happened, that all the Brothers being 


together, one of them departed to- 


wards his Siſters Lodging 3 where 
finding a ſtaff. before the Door, and 
knowing that he had left his Brethren 
in one place together, he acculed her 
of Adultery ; but the Truth being 
made known, the Lady was quitted, 
and their Viſits afterward reſtrayned, 
of dead Bodies they took no care, 
not ſo much as of their Chiefs, or 
Princes ; but left them to the cuſtody 
of the next Dung-hill. 


CHAP, 
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ALBANIA. 
TR Country ALBANIA in 


Turcomania, 1s of ſo Rich a Soil, 
that without the leaſt Jabour of the 
Husbandman, the Earth doth naturally 
and liberally afford her ſtore; and 
where it is but once ſowen, will yield 
two or three reapings : But being il! 
Husbands on it in former times, they 
occaſioned Sirabo to give them this 
note for a Remembrance, that they 
needed not the uſe of the Sea, who 
knew no better how to make uſe of 
the Land : The People anciently fo 
ſimple, that they could not reckon 
above an hundred : Ipnorant of 
Weights, Meaſures, and the uſe of 
Money. Old Age they had in high 
elteem, but hold it utterly unlawful 
ta make Speech of the dead. Pliny 
reports 
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reports, that they were gray-Headed 
from their very youth, and cauld ſee 
as well by nightasby day : But with- 
all attirmed to be a ſtout and coura- 
gious People, ftrong Bodies, patient 
of Toil and Labour, as they are at 
this day. And well the men may be 
couragious and ftout, where the Wo- 
men are (o truly maſculine 3 of whom 
it isaffirmed by Authors of undoubted 
Credit, that they were exercited 1n 
Arms, and Martial Feats, as if deſcen- 
ded from the ancient Amazons. 


CHAP. LXX. 
FLORID A. 


He People of FLORID A, 
are ſaid to be of an Olive-cou- 
lour, great ſtature, and well propor- 
tioned ; naked except their Privities, 


which they hide with the skins of 
| Stags 
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: Stags : Their Arms and Knees ſtained 
with divers paintings,not to be waſhed 
off; their Hair black, and hanging 
down as low as their Thighs, cunning 
they be, and excellent in the. Arts of 
diſſimulation; ſo ſtomackful, that they 
naturally love \Var and Revenge: 
Infomuch that they are in continual 
War with themſelves; the Women, 
whe: their Hnsbands 214: :132ad, uſe to 
cut off their Hair cloſe to ri16 ears, and 
ſtrew it on his Sepuichre 5; and cannot 
marry again, till it be grown long 
enough to cover their ſhoulders. 
Hermophradites Hair are in greac plen- 
ty, whom they ule as Beaſts to carry 
their Luggage, and put them to all 
kinds of Drudgery.

He People of Tern, are affirmed 

. tobe (for the molt part) vi great 
F mplicity : ; yet ſome of them (thoſe 
eſpecially which lie near the / q:4:or ) 
to be great difſemblers, and never to 
diſcover their conceptions freely. Tg- 
norant of Letters, but of gooc Cou- 
rage in the Wars; well skilled in 
Managing ſuch weapons they have 
been uſed too, and fearleſs of death ; 
the rather prompted to this laſt by an 
old Opinion held among them, that 
in the other World they ſhall Eat, 
and Drink, and make love to Wo- 
men. And therefore commonly at 
the Funeral of any great Perſon, who 
was attended on in his life, they ule 
to Kill and Bury with him one Or 
more of his Servants, to walt up- 
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. - on him after death; The Women 
here leſs eſteemed of then in other 
places, treated as Slaves, and ſome- 
times cruelly beaten upon flight oc- 
calions.
